Cattleman and J. I. Cooper of Louisville, and Hen- 
ry B. Pettes of St. Louis, to provide a number of 
prizes of $2,500 each, to be awarded by a jury, se- 
lected from the contributors to the rund, to the 
American artists painting the pictures adjudged the 
best which should pubdliciy exhibited at 
this time, and those given prises should be awarded 
by lot (having been rejiaquished by their painters) 
to the public art galieries situated in those cities 
wheacs the bulk of the contributions had come.

resentative works at the American Art Galeries, 
aud then compares them with the hundreds of can- 
vases at the Academy, feeble in motive, weak in 
execution and crude in coloring, he will see where 
tue energies of the best artisis nave this year been 
directed, and wonder no longer why the older in- 
stitutions bas so deteriorated this spring. The sub- 
scripuon to the fund this year were sufficient to 
rovide four $2,500 prizes, coming principal! 
rom New York, Boston, Louisville pw a St. Louts. 
The four pictures awarded prizes yesterday will, 
therefore, become respectively the property of the 
Metropolitan Museum, in this city; of the Museum 
of Fine Arts, in Boston; of the Kentucky Polytech- 
nic Society of Louisville, and of the St. Louis 
Museum of Fine Arts. St. Louis only secured a 
right to one of tue pictures at the eléventh hour, on 
Thureday, Mr. Heury B. Petites having contributed

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New Evidence As,to When and 
Where Preller Was 
Murdered. 


Remarkable Conduct of a Bell- 
“Boy” Who is Old Enough 
to Know Better. 


Facts Tending to Show That He 
Heard Preller’s Dying 
Cries, 


— — - — 


He Persists in Saying That He Knows 
Nothing About the Matter — His 
Seance With Chief Harrigan—The 
Coroner Enters Upon the Official In- 
quiry—Testimony of Half a Score of 
Witnesses—A Cut on the Hand 
Which Removes the Last Doubt as 
to the Identity of the Corpse. 


The Coroner beganhis inquest to-day into the 
Southern Hotel mystery, in his office at the Four 
Courts. Promptly at 10:80 o'clock this morning the 
jurors and witnesses who assembled at the Cor-- 
oner's office were taken to the Morgue. The jurors 
were ranged about the slab on which the discolored 
corpse lay, and sworn. The wiinesses were next 
intPoduced into the room and the oath was admin 
istered over the body. The witnesses and jurors 
were then taken back to the Coroner's office, where 
the investigation was oper Ad. 

MK. I. A. HUNT, 
a clerk at the Southern Hotel, was the first 
witness called. He testified as  {f{pllows: 
On April 8, about 9 o'clock a. m., a man who 
registered as C. Arthur Preller, London, England, 
came to the Southern Hotel, and was assigned to 
Room No. 88. His appearance oorresponded wit 
the photograph bearing the name of the Philadel- 
phia artist, which has been reproduced in the news- 
papers. Walter H. Lennox-Maxwell came to the 
hotel on the Zist day of March, about 3 in the 
afternoon, His first week's board was due 
April 6 and he paid the bill between 10 a. m. and 
12 m. that day. He is probably slightly ‘indebted 
to the house, At this time Preller’s room had been 
vacant several days. Bell boys had reported this, 
as a large amount of baggage still remained. It 
was supposed that Preller had merely left town for 
a short time.” Witness identified photographs 
MR. A. S. ALOE, 
the optician, was calied in the establishment of the 
identity question. He recognized one of the photo- 
graphs as that of one of the men who called at his 
store and bargained for the sale of a lot of scenery 
views. The man dia not return on the same day as 
he had promised and the purchase of the views was 
not made. Mr. Aloe went East and did prot see 
Maxwell when he called alone. 
MR. JAMES JOHNSON 
of A. S. Aloe & Co's. store, recognized both pho- 
tographs shown him. Three weeks ago last 
Thursday,” he testified “between 10 and 11 a m. 
Maxwell and Prelier called upon A. S. Aloe and 
showed a list of views and apparatus which he 
wished to sell. Mr. Aloe told him that if the pict- 
ures were what they were represented to be he would 
buy them. The small man did not give his name. 
He was a free talker. looked like an Englishman and 
had light hair. He was about 5 feet 6 inches high, 
lighteyes,and a dark, dirty hat. The trunk 
fuliof goods did not come to the store. 
On Monday morning, April 6, about 9 o'clock, he 
came in alone and said he would get a pair of gold 
spectacles, asking to be shown some with glasses of 
sinokish tint. I showed him several shades, and he 
instructed me what glasses to putin. I promised 
to have them ready by 11 o'clock, and he said he 
would be back at thattime. He paid me $8 for the 
spectacies, with a $10 bill, out of which I gave him 
$2 change. He then asked me if I could change a 
$100 bill, and I said I could not,. but suggested that 
he gotoabank. He came for the glasses at 10 
o’clock, and, after I put them on him, he went 
out. He came back in about ten minutes 
to have them straightened, as they were a little 
bent, and then he got to looking at the goods in the 
showcase, finally purchasing a pair of field glasses 
for $25, and paying for them with a $100 bill, which 
Isent to the bank to have changed. He had a 
large number of those bills in a roll which he took 
from an inside pocket. He said he would have all 
the bills broken, as he disliked to carry such large 
bills. When he came there the first time he gave 
the name of Maxwell, and on one occasion he 
stated inet entally that he was a doctor. The man 
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again, and then a policeman came up and asked 
what was in the trunk. I told him if he wanted to 
know Id sbow him, and I lifted the lid. When the 
policeman saw the body, he shouted, “Shut it up 
quick!" so I shut it up. Ihad to push the leg in 
out of the way of the lid each time I closed it. Any 
body could have opened the trunk, because the 
basp or lock was broken. It was broken in a way I 
never saw a lock broken before. It was 
a new trunk, and had not seen much 
service, and it locked to me like the lock was 
broken purposely. Among the trunks in the 
Police Department I have since seen the trunk my 
brother sold to tho man I have deecribed, on the 
morning of the 6th. In buying the trunk he told 
my brother he did not want any tray, as he did not 
needit;so my brother took the tray out, and we 
have it yet. I can't say whether the tray which is 
in It now, belonged to the trunk the body was in or 


not, 
JOHN LYONS, 


the night porter of the Southern, testified: It was 
about three weeks ago that the gentleman who oc- 
cupied 144 up to April 6, came to me about 8 o'clock 
at night and asked me to bring up four pieces of 
baggage from the bagage room to his room, 144 
There were four pieces—two trunks, a valise anda 
hat box. One of the trunks is the same that is now 
at-the Morgue, and that the body was fouud in. He 
was not in the room when I took the baggage up, 
but came in soon afterward. He 
had been in before, however, as & 
revolver and a box of cartridges were on the table. 
I was handling the revolver when he came in, and 
he asked me if I wanted to blow my brains out. 
I said no, not yet. I told him that was a pretty 
good joke he had, and he said yes.“ The trunk in 
qustion was heavy and weighed aboat 200 pounds. 
i went to take the rope and straps off it, but he told 
me to never mind, as he would do that himself, so 
1 went out, and I didn’t see the trunk again till I 
saw itat the Morgue, nor did I see the man again 
during his stay in the hotel. 

THOMAS MANION, _ 
another Southern Hotel porter, testified, on being 
shown the pictures of Preller and Maxwell: “I rec- 
ognize one of these as Preller, but cannot identify 
the other quite so well as Maxwell. I saw those 
two men together at the hotel, however. I waited 
on Preller the morning he came in. I got his 
checks before I saw him, aud I remarked to the 
head porter that it was funny to see a man with so 
many checks going to such a room as 355, which 
we consider a back room. There were five pieces 
of baggage. and I took them upto the room and 
took the straps off. Soon afterward, a gentleman 
came into the baggage room and asked, ‘Have you 
roomed my baggage?’ I said ‘what room? He 
said 888. Isaid, ‘Does all that baggage belong 
to you? He said, ‘I guess so.’ I said, are you 
not a commercial man?’ He said, Les. Il asked 
him if he didn’t want some tables in his room. He 
said no, he guessed he wouldn't want any for two 
or three deys yet. He then asked my name and 
said he'd remember me on going away. About 
three or four days afterward—I think it was on 
Easter Saturday, he came to the baggage room 
again and asked about checking his baggage to 
San Francisco, I told him it was against the rules 
to check baggaze to that point from the Southern, 
but we could give him claim checks and he would 
have it attended to at the depot. Theman Maxwell 
stood near by listening to what we were saying, 
and he remarked, speaking to his companion about 
me, Oh. he'll fix you all right.“ I said of course I 
would. I then directed them to the San Francisco 
ticket office, on Fourth street, and I saw them go 
off in that direction after buying some cigars. I 
never had any other talk with 
Preller, but I met him and his friend in the hall 
after that. On the morning of last Tuesday the 
trunk containing the body was brought down from 
room 144 by another porter, Tony Freitag, and I 
wheeled it out on the Fourth street sidewalk. I 
saw it opened and saw the body fora minute. I 
couldn't stand the smeil any longer. I have seen 
the body several times since then and I would say 
that that is the body of Mr. Preller. I identify 
him specially by the upper part of the face, around 
the eyes, forehead and hair. On the occasion 
when he spoke about checking his baggage to San 
Fancisco he said he did not know whether he would 
go out that day or the next.” 

TONY FREITAG, 
another porter at the Southern, testified, on seeing 
the photographs of Maxwell and Preller: I identify 
this (Preller's picture) as that of the mau wno was 
known by the name of Preller, but I did not know 
bim by name. I cannot identify the other picture. 
I did not take any baggage to room i144, but last 
Tuesday I brought two trunks and two valises down 
out of that room by order of the head porter. The 
room was smelling pretty strong whenl went in 
to get the baggage. I left them in the 
office near the baggage room. Mr. Willard 
ordered that the trunks be opened, and Tommy 
Manion ran the trunk that had the dead man in 
out on to the Fourtu street sidewalk, and turned it 
down and cut the rope. The hasp was broke, but 
the lid was secured by a rope and two straps that 
passed all around the trunk. There was a lot of 
thick blood or oil leaking out of the trunk, and I told 
the housekeeper while I was taking it down that I 
believed there was a dead man in it, Isaw the 
body when the trunk was opened, and it looks 
darker now than it did then. So far as I know, I 
recognize and Identify the body at the Morgue as 
that of the man known as Preller, whose picture is 
shown here, although I couldn't say positively it is 
the same man.” 

WILLIAM FRAIN. 
still another porter at the Southern, testified: “I 
recognize the picture here shown as that of Preller, 
and the other picture looks something like Max- 
well. Isaw Maxwell several times while he was at 


a package in his hand. He 
straps, saying he needed them In the afternoon 
be came in again and bought a valise from my 
brother. I have since seen one of the trunks among 
the baggage in the police office, and inside of it I 
found a tray which was not in it when I sold it to 
him. I found also a thin board which had evidently 
been part of the compartment inthe topof the 
zine trunk in which the body was found. It had 
been torn out and put in the other trunk.” 

MAGGIE CUDDY, 
a chambermaid at the Southern, identified the 
photograph of Maxwell which was shown her. “He 
came to the house, she testified, “two weeks ago 
last Monday. He had two valises when he came to 
the room first, aud had two trunks the day he left; 
or at least I saw two trunks there between nine and 
ten o’clock. One might have been taken out before 
I went into the room, however. I frequently saw 
Maxwell and Preller together in Maxwell's room, 
and never saw anybody else with them. I saw 
thera last together in Maxwell's room between one 
and two o'clock on Easter Sunday, when I took 
some towels in. Preller was leaning 
against the window, smokjng, and Maxwell sat near 
the table, smoking also. hen I went into the 
room the next morning all the baggage was packed 
up, ready to go away. As I came out of the room, 
I saw Maxweil coming up the stairsand Isaw him 
go into the room, 

“I was inthe room onMonday: the baggage was 
there, and I supposed that the room was still occu- 
pied. I went in again on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
and as the baggage was there all the time I sup- 
posed that the room was occupied, although the 
bed had not been disturbed nor the towels used. 
One towel had deen used on Monday 
but there was no other evidence of any disarrange- 
ment. I cannot remember whether the bed seemed 
to have been occupied by one or two persons; there 
was nothing unusual about the room, I never 
heard eitber of the gentlemen speak,but I supposed 
the two were English. I took Mr. Maxwell to be a 
doctor because of the botties and instruments about 
the room. I saw the occupant of room 144 leave 
his room occasionally. He was in the babit of 
leaving bis room about 10 or 10:30 o'clock. Mr. 
Preller always called him inthe morning and they 
used to goto breakfast together. I saw Maxweli 
early on the morning of Easter Monday—very 
early for hm about 9:30 o'clock. He rushed into 
the room as though he were in a great hurry. I 
always try the doors of the rooms to see if they are 
occupied. He seemed excited on Monday when I 
saw him. 

I have seen the body in the Morgue. I think it is 
Prelier’s body. It strikes me as his. I judge by the 
side face. I am very nervous about the cornse. I 
think from the appearance of the nose and side face 
that itis Preller.“ The witness was excused, 

KATY CLARK 
was put upon the stand. “I reside on Fourteenth 
street near 0 Fallon, 1415, I think. I am a chamber- 
maid on the third floor of the Southern Hotel.“ 
The photographs of the different principals were 


handed her. She identified Preiler's picture as the 
man who occupied room 385. “He 
came there on April 38. The last 


time I did anything to the room was the Tuesday 
after Easter Sunday. I made up the bed then. No- 
body ever came to his room. I saw him last the 
first part of the week before Easter Sunday. I 
gave a kind of a look at him 
and noticed a black mustache—he was 
a dark man. I would have known him again. I 
generally went into his room between 10:30 and 11. 
He usually got up about 8 or 9. I made up his bed 
Easter Monday, I'm sure. The bed looked as 
though he had only laid on one side. 
but he always laid on one side. I made 
up the bed again onthe Tuesday after Easter. I 
am sure of the dates. On that Tuesday the bed 
was not much deranged. Tue cover was turned 
down. On Monday the bed was a good deal 
mussed; it was not so on Tuesday. 
The room was vacated last Tuesday morning. 
From the Tuesday after Easter until the time the 
trunks were taken out the room was not occupied. 
I never saw anybody else in the room. I saw the 
body at the Morgue; the nose looks a good deal like 
Mr. Preller's. Ithinkit is his body. The hair is 
similar. It is about the same length. I never saw 
Maxwell that I know of. The witness was ex- 


cused. 
RENICK BROWN, 


a very intelligent-looking boy, was called next. “I 
live at 1115 Olive street. I am employed at the 
Southern Hotel billiard room.“ The pictures were 
shown to him. “I recognize this picture,“ he 
said, taking up Preller’s picture. “I don't think 
that this other picture looks at all like the other 
man, Maxwell. I don't recognize it at all. On 
Saturday before Easter Preller spoke to me. He 
asked me my name, told me hisand asked me to 
call him when the next table was empty. Mr. Prel- 
ler and Mr. Maxwell were — together. 
Mr. Preller generally paid for the billiards and al- 
ways for the drinks. Preller used to show a good 
deal of money: he had always a good big roll of 
money. I noticed them particularly; they were 
nice men, and lused to waiton them specially. I 
never heard what the name of Mr. Preller’s 
friend was. Of course I have heard since. I saw 
the body at the Morgue. I am positive that it is Mr. 
Preller's body. I recognize the body by the features 
of the face above tne mouth, I remember it per- 


fectly. I am sure and positive that the dead 
man is Preller. I saw him  oftener 
than any one else in the hotel. 


I guess.“ The picture supposed to be a likeness of 
Maxwell was again shown to the boy. No, that 
does not look anything like the man who played 
with Preiler. lam sure that is not a picture of 
Maxwell. Maxwell was not much e taller 
than me; he had a beard cut 
short all around. They were light whiskers. 
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The Bell Boy Will Not Tai. 

This statement lent a new interest tothe record 
kept by the captain of the bell boys at the South- 
ern. as that record ought to show who it was that 
answered the callof Mr. Ross, and this person 
ought to remember such an unusual 0c- 
currence as Mr. Ross details.

He was questioned 
last night as to his recollection concerning 
that call to the room of Mr. Ross, and in an inso- 
lent manner he responded: “I have nothing to say 
about that call to 146," refusing to say anything 
further.

man of about 24 Fears. smooth-faced, 
dark-eved, black-haired and good look- 
ing. He is deeply impressed, evidently, 


with the importance which the mention of his name 
in connection with a murder has given him, and if 
he had assisted to strangle Preller he could hardly 
have conducted himself more suspiciously than he 
did to-day. There can be no question that he is 
possessed of ordinary intelligence, and yet he has 
seen fit to assume a role of ignorance, 
stupidity and impudence which might befit an un- 
lettered boy of 14 years, but which isat large va- 
riance with what one expects to find in a bright- 
looking man of 25. 

“Is this Mr. Davidson! was the reporter's ques- 
tion. 

“My name is Davidson,” said he. 

“Are you prepared, this morning Mr. Davidson, 
to make any statement concerning your visit to 
room 146 on the day Preller was murdered?" 

“I don’t know anything about it,“ responded Mr. 
Davidson. 

Have you no recollection of going up-stairs that 
afternoon?” 

“I don’t know anything about it,” he repeated, 
as he turned and walked away. 

Mr. Harvey Willard, the clerk, called Davidson to 


the counter and advised him if he had any 
recollection of going to the room of Mr. 
Ross that day to tell all he knew. Mr. 


Willard told him there was no occasion for him to 
hide anything, for, while he should have reported 
to the office any euch message as Mr. Ross says he 
sent, there would be no disposition now to punish 
him for his forgetfulness, provided he told the 
truth. 

“But I haven't anything to tell,” said Davidson. 

“You can tell whether you answered any call on 
that afternoon, can’t you! : 

. don't know,” replied the 
young man sgullenly. All further eflorts 
to elicit anything from him were futile. 

Not long afterward Chief Harrigan sent for 
Davidson, and Hugh O'Neil conducted him to the 
Chief's office,where he assumed at once a defiant at. 
titude. To the first few questions his answer was al- 
most uniformly, “I don’t know,” or “I don't know 
anything about it.“ 

“Were you on duty that Sunday?” asked the 
Chief.

GARLAND'’S OPINION. 

It is stated that the President and Cabinet 
have approved an opinion drawn up by Attor- 
ney-General GARLAND, holding that LawToNn 
of Georgia was relieved in advance by Presi- 
dent Jounson’s pardon from the political disa- 
bilities imposed by the subsequently adopted 
Fourteenth Amendment. If Mr. CLEVELAND 
holds this view, interpreting the Constitution 
for himself and obeying it as he understands it, 
he can with propriety nominate Mr. LawTon 
for any office, civil or military. But where an 
executive appointment depends upon the ad- 
vice and consent ofthe Senate, that body 
must act according to its own views of the con- 
stutional qualification of the nominee, and it 
is almost certain that the present Senate will 
not take Mr. GARLAND’S view of the matter. 

The opposite view of the Third section of the 
Fourteenth Amendment is that itis not an 
ex post facto law or penal statute of any kind, 
against which an executive pardon can oper- 
ate, but simply a constitutional provision pre- 
scribing qualifications for office, and, 
like other similar provisions in the Consti- 
tution, binding on all who are sworn to obey 
and uphold the fundamental law. A pardon 
by the President has no other purpose or 
operation but to stop criminal prosecutions or 
the execution of judicial sentences, and to 
relieve from the disabilities which such a 
sentence may legally carry with it. Where the 
Constitution absolutely requires a certain qual- 
ification of age, residence or nativity, neither 
President, Congress nor Courts, nothing but 
the supreme power that makes and amends 
constitutions, can set aside or nullify that re- 
quirement. The original advocates and sup- 
porters of the section referred to hold that the 
disqualifications imposed by it differ from other 
disqualifying clauses of the Constitution only 
in the fact that the disabilities imposed by the 
Fourteenth Amendment are removable, as 
provided in the section itself, by a two-thirds 
vote of each house, while all other disabilities are 
removable only by constitutional amendinent. 
The express provision that these disabilities shall 
be removed only by such a vote of Congress 
as is required to over-ride a President's veto, 
is cited as proof that the obvious purpose of 
the section was to put the appointing power to 
that extent beyond the control of the President 
or the reach of executive clemency. : 
The interpretation and application of a con- 
stitutional provision prescribing the qualifica- 
tions of a Senator or Representative in 
Congress, or elector of President and Vice- 
President, or candidate for any office, civil or 
military, under the United States or under any 
State, are political questions to be decided by 
each house for itself, so far as the eligibility of its 
own members are concerned, and by the ap- 
pointing and the confirming functionaries, with 
reference to cases subject to their authority. 
The consequence is that the House may seat 
members whom the Senate would hold dis- 
qualified, and the President nominate officials 
whom the Senate would reject as disqualified. 
Senators holding the view above outliued 
would be bound to vote against the confirma- 
tion of any nominee whose disabilities, imposed 
by the Fourteenth Amendment, had not been 
removed by a two-thirds vote in each House. 

It is so easy to get rid of this diversity of 
opinion and conflict of action by a general law 
removing the amendment disabilities, and the 
temper of the country isso favorable to such 
action that we hope it will not be prevented by 
any dogmatic and exasperating controversy 
between a Democratic Administration and a 
Republican Senate. A controversy in regard 
to the enforcement of any of the late amend- 
ments, or as to the good faith with which the 
South and the Democratic party accepted and 
promised to enforce them, is tobe deprecated 
as tending to a renewal of sectional and parti- 
san bitterness. It would bee better for the 
country to do without the services of any man 
whose constitutional eligibility isa matter of 
doubt and controversy, than for the Adminis- 
tration to incur the charge of trying to evade 
or nullify any provision of the fundamental 


law.

Mr. Matrutw ARNOLD, whose brief visit to Amer- 
ica and long articles about it afterwards were the 
subject of so much comment, deserves better of the 
Americans than most of them have given him. His 
adverse comments and unpleasant sayings were 
given wide circulation, and in consequence he has suf- 
fered considerably. Little, however, has been said of 
his last contribution to English opinion of the United 
States entitled “One Word About America.” In 
this view of the country he is far more compliment- 
ary than one would suppose an Englishman could 
possibly be. If there is one thing an Englishman 
prizes more than anything else, it is the institutions 
of his own country, and yet Mr. Arnold compares 
them unfavorably with those of America. He even 
goes so far as to say that the United Kingdom 
should be divided into states and that the House of 
Lords should be changed into an elective Senate, 


Tux prevailing sentiment in Boston society has 
been aptly illustrated in the case of Miss Mary N. 
Murfree, the St. Louis authoress, whose literary 
identity was discovered in Charles Egvert Crad- 
dock. She was undoubtedly the sensation of the 
hour and was made much of by the Bostonians, but 
they were not thoroughly satisfied with mere lit- 
erary ability of a high order. Her right to be re- 
ceived into the arms of the blue bloods of the hub 
had to be established on a firmer basis. Some of the 
experts in heraldry and ancestry, therefore, began 
to nose into Miss Murfree’s family and she has been 
fully vindicated. She has been discovered to be 
the niece of John Bell who ran on the Presidential 
ticket in 1860 with Everett, and the granddaughter 
of Col. Nathaniel Murfree,a gallant officer of the 
North Carolina troops in the Revolution and the 
man who gave its name to Murfreesboro, the au- 
thoress’ birthplace. These facts have been pub- 
lished several times in the Boston papers and Miss 
Murfree has been received into full favor. 


I worper all of the time atthe dopreciation t 
St. Louis, not by outside people, but by St. Louisans 
themselves. Their own depreciation accounts in a 
large measure for the depreciation of others. I 
have heard citizens of St. Louis, men who have 
made money and prospered in every way, talk by 
the hour of the shortcomings of the city, of its 
deadness, of its lack of enterprise, public spirit 
and liberality. It is the rule rather than the excep- 
tion, and I believe all of the low opinion which pre- 
vails about the city originatesright here. Some of 
it is done, too. by men who have received most sub- 
stantia! favors from the city. Ican recall a par 
ticular instance of this now, and doubtless the ref- 
erence will be recognized by many others. I 
broached this subject to an old and honored citizen 
a day or two ago and I had my breath taken. He 
warmed up at once and launched into as eloquent a 
tribute to St. Louis as couid have been given. He 
went overits history for the past fifty years, be- 
ginning with its out-at-the-elbows pe- 
riod, when it was filled vith an 
indolent, shiftless class of people, who cared little 
for any kind of progress, and reviewed its growth, 
its noble struggle and liberal gifts for the cause of 
the Union and all that it has done up to the present 


day, and if his words were put into print 
they would silence the croakers’ = effect- 
ually. I believe it could be proven that the 


city has given more to public enterprises in the 
way of individual subscriptions, has sent away more 
money and has received less aid than any other 
city in the Union. An appeal for help has never 
gone abroad from St. Louis, even in its most trying 
times. | 


A PERTINENT example in point isthe Bartholdi 
Pedestal Fund. There are numbers of persons in 
St. Louis who will cry down any effort, and who 
will predict failure, but at the same time it will 
doubtless prove in the end that St. Louis will give 
more than avy other one city outside of New York. 
It is really a matter of surprise how much interest is 
taken in the Statue of Liberty, not by literary 
people, students, dreamers and philosophers, of 
whom sentiment may be expected, but by business 
men in general, who are thought of, as a rule, as 
giving little consideration to such mattera. One of 
the broadest views of the whole matter I have 
beard was expressed by a practical business man. 
He said the subscription, to his mind, applied more 
strongly to the younger than to older persons, be- 
cause it would be a life-long gratification to feel 
whenever the statue was seen or mentioned that 
one had a personal share in putting it up.

There seems to be no practical 
method of dispensing with him, and the Sunday 
Morning Late-Sleeping Society has wrestled with 
the problem in vain. There is one remedy—a des- 

one—and that isto rush frantically out and 
buy all of his papers, and then the odds are heavily 
in favor of another one taking his place. 


Tun architect who devised the St. Louis fiat had 
plans for the torture and death of human beings or 
specifications for a bad place on earth before him 
to model from. The average flat in this city is a 
deception and asnare. There is usually one room 
which fills all of the requirements of light aud ven- 
tilation, and that room constitutes the flat, with a 
few dungeon-like apartments thrown in. As a rule 
four rooms out of six have no 
facilities for light or air in any shape 
or form. There is perhaps a bit of a kitchen with 
a midget bath-room, no laundry, no elevator, no 
closets and nothing else but bare rooms, which are 
generally considered requisite to comfortable 
living. These cuddy holes are hastily thrown up 
and then are rented out for more money than a 
house of twice the size and infinitely more 
convenience. There has been an effort to 
introduce the flat system which is undoubtedly 
necessary in populous cities, here, but with ill 
success, simply because the primary rules of house 
comfort and convenience have been disregarded. 
When proper conveniences, light. heat and 
ventilation are supplied flats may become popular, 
but they are not likely to until then.

Phere are cases full of metal work among which 
the iron is especially notable. Here are to ve found 
helmets, morions, corselets, battie-axes, shields and 
armor, replicas of the best decorative art of the 
middie ages, and next to them come curious caskets 
and cabinets that were forged in the honest, old 
times when every artisan) was, as 
his name an art worker. In 
other cases again are to be found copies 
of work in the precious metals there is a replica of 
the famous Popta salver, Dutcu work of the Six- 
teenth century, with mythoiogical scenes in car- 
touches, and the Popta arms in the center. In an- 
other case is a copy of the gigautic siiver gilt cu 
presented by the Boyar Nikita ivanovitch Roman 
to the Tzarina. In such a plenitude of ricves it is 
almost impossible to select single specimens for no- 
tice.

It fills three rooms of the museum. Whether it is 
ivory, iron or the precious metals that is copied, the 
colors as well as tae shape are given. It is to be 
hoped that this exhibition will force upon the at-
